The slaughter 'of deer commenced 


n the northern woods: today.' 
From 


now on until December.. 1st reports 
of the number of deer killed-and ac- 
counts of accidental shooting will be 
loured intqjiewspapers from the tele- 
;raph offices nearest the scene. 


Wallace Skinner of this city return- 


ed home this morning.from a trip to 
the woods near Rhlnelander, and re- 
ports that_ he heard before ho left 
of two men being shot last Saturday 
y- careless hunters. 
A great many, accidents occtir from 


liunters wearing tan colored clothing 
In the woods and are often mistaken 
for a' deer, on that account. 
A man 


in .the woods at tills time of the year 
should wear black' or bright colored 
clothing like the /lumbermen do and 
thus save'being taken for a deer. 


T.he 30-30 rifle used by the most of 


the hunters Is also a bad thing. They 
shoot '«o far that a man a mile away 
Is not safe from their deadly .bullets. 
There are a great many accidents ev- 
ery fall from hunters being taken-for 
deer, but 'It Is .no more than can be 
expected-when the class of city hun- 
ters that Invade: the north woods Is 
taken Into consideration. 
Many'-of 


them hardly know the stock 'of the 
gun from the barrel. 
They hardly 


ever kill a deer but never fall to plug 
their 
companion when' they, shoot 


at him by' mistake.' '

Mr. A. A. Shekey.'who has Just re 


turned .from a-month's-hunting trip 
to Lake Kosbkonong Is authority for 
the statement, that the shooting laws 
were continually' •.' violated by .the 
hunters at the. lake this ' fall. * Al- 
though the game 'wardens made a 
thorough-'canvas of all the hunters 
about the ; lake Mr. Shekey claims 
there were many, hunters without li- 
censes who made-a business of built- 
Ing.
